Election/Restriction 

1 . Examiner confirms that Applicant's Representative, Tom George (phone number: 
650-694-5191), has elected through telephone on 03/04/200 to prosecute Claims 1-8 
and have withdrawn Claims 9-23 without prejudice. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on 02/18/05 and made of record. 
The references cited on the PTOL 1449 form have been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1, 6-8 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (a) as being anticipated by 
Brown et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,835,950. 

Regarding claims 1, 7-8, Brown et al. discloses an encapsulated organic 
optoelectronic device (See Figs. 2-9 and Cols. 1-14) comprising: 
A substrate 110; 
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An organic optoelectronic device 116 (OLED) on the substrate, the organic 
optoelectronic device includes a cathode (Cols. 1-4); 

A diffusion layer (or protective layer) 126 on the organic optoelectronic device 
OLED, the diffusion layer covers exposed areas of the organic optoelectronic device 
OLED (Fig. 3); 

An adhesive layer 130 on the substrate and around a perimeter of the diffusion 

layer; 

An encapsulation lid 120 on the adhesive layer, and 
A getter (130 or 120, which can be provided within the adhesive region or 
elsewhere; Col. 2) on the encapsulation lid, the getter overlies the organic 
optoelectronic device wherein the diffusion layer slows a rate of absorption of reactive 
gasses by cathode and increases a proportion of the gasses absorbed by the getter 
relative to the cathode (Cols. 2-4). 

Regarding claim 6, Brown et al. discloses the reactive gasses are oxygen and 
moisture. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the

subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Brown et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,835,950. 

Regarding claims 2-5, Brown et al. discloses the diffusion layer comprises, for 
example, silicon oxide, silicon nitride, an organic compound, organometallic compound 
etc.it would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made that organic compound mentioned in Brown et al. would have been solvent- 
free organic polymer, UV-curable acrylate material, UV-curable or thermally-curable 
solvernt-free epoxy and either organic compound, silicon oxide, or silicon nitride would 
have been a solvent-free photoresist. 

7. Other references cited in PTO-892 also disclose similar limitations as cited in 
claim 1.
